Family Perish in Their 
lim ning Dwellings 


I Mobile, Oct 
O ct 27.--Fourteen per­ 
sons were burned to death at a place 
known as Faire*, in Baldwin county, 
about SO miles northeast of Mobile The 
news of the crem ation was brought to 
this city by C aptain Joseph E Jordan 
who resides in the locality of the fa tal­ 
ity. 
It appears th a t fire destroyed the 
dwellings of H arry Goodlow and Sam ­ 
uel Smithson crem ating all the occu­ 
pants of both houses. 
The Goodlow 
fam ily consisted of father, mother and 
six children. 
There were six persons 
residing in the Smithson house, the hus­ 
band, wife, ttareo children and a sister 
of Mr Smithson. 
No cause could be discovered for the 
fire and it is believed to have been of ac­ 
cidental origin 
The pine trees sur­ 
rounding the house caught fire from the 
flames and added to the destruction. 
They also prevented any 
assistance 
from reaching the persons in the houses. 
Th** bodies were found in the houses 
and in the rooms where the m e n bort of 
the fam ily bad been accustomed to 
sleep, thus giving the impression that 
death had come while the people were 
sleeping. 
The fam ilies formed part of a colony 
of em igrants who had settled in 
this 
region. 
These tw o fam ilies had come 
from Iowa. Goodlow having been in the 
neighborhood for three years. Goodlow 
was highly esteemed by the settlers,but 
the Sm ithson’s who had recently ar 
rived, were not so well known. 
The 
fatalities caused a feeling of gloom to 
overspread the colony. The bodies were 
interred in the little graveyard of the 
settlem ent, one of the colonists acting 
as minister.

V anderbilt Jr., to Miss W ilson, nor to 
any quarrel between father and son, 
because of the union, hut apparently 
the father's displeasure 
was visited 
upon the eldest son, he received all told 
under the term s of the will but $1,600,- 
000, and $1,000,000 of this held in trust 
by the executors. 
Alfred G Wynne V anderbilt will pos­ 
sess a fortune of probably $40, OOO,OOI• to 
$50,000,000. Gladys. Reginald and G er­ 
trude (Mrs. H arry Payne W hitney) will 
reo siv e about $7,600,000 each.
